Cyclones and Tornadoes. 


Tlte scientific distinction is about 


as follows- Tlie cyclone is a wind 
storm that cominoucej mwr or (uuong 
the \Vest India Islands more in a 
-parabolic curve, tii'st to the north- 
west, thnn veers to tho northeast, 
ballooning up near the Atlantic coast, 
rind finally expands itself at or about 
-,0 deg north latitude. 
Cyclones 


are frion 200 to 1,000 miles in diam- 
eter. 
TV phones are similar storms 


of wind in the East Indies. 


A t<unadu is confined to the con- 


tinent, begin* in a funnol shaped 
cloud in the upper strata of air, de- 
scends to the earth in a terrific whirl 
of wind, richochetting at intervals of 
one to twenty miles, and may extend 
iilimg a major axis for one hundred 
Mid Tifty miles. 
The diameter of a 


tornado* is seldom over one-fourth of 
a mile, but the fury of the v/ind of- 
ten extends beyond the whirl with 
lui s disastrous effect.

AN ANCIENT COBNEB STONE 


Informally Removed from the Old 


Masonic Building this (Thurs- 


day) Forenoon. 


The Contents of theCavity and Historical 


Notes. 


An event of considerable interest to the 


members of the Masonic fraternity took 
place this forenoon at a few minutes be- 
fore nine o'clock. It was the informal re- 
moval of the old corner stone that was 
laid in the northeast corner of the old Ma 
sonic two story building north of the cit> 
park, which has long since been nsed bj 
John Strohm.Strolim & Radcliff, and W 
H Grindol and others as a marble shop 
The old brick bnildiflS, which was bull 
n 1842, has an ancient appearance, and 
ts site will in the course of a few years b 
adorned by a handsome modern structur 
bv tho Messrs. Haworth, who purchase 
the property from the Masonic order fo 
$14,000. 


Naturally the removal of the stone a 


traded quite a number of Masons an 
curious spectators.
